WBOW has orig- 
inated a Big Ten football broad- 
cast schedule. For more than 20 
years it has carried a 20-game high 
school football schedule, and a 70- 
game high school and college basket- 
ball schedule. WBOW reports that 
the oldest educational program in 
radio is heard at the 1230 spot. This 
program originates from remote stu- 
dios on the campus of Indiana State 
College, and is now in its 27th year 
of broadcasting.

Prior to Thanks- 
giving, WBOW requests listeners to 
donate canned goods for Thanks- 
giving baskets. The station then pro- 
vides a turkey for each basket. The 
local Salvation Army determines 
where the baskets are needed. For 
many years WBOW conducted the 
“Polio Patrol.” On certain days lis- 
teners were asked to call the station 
giving their names, addresses, and 
the amounts they desired to contri- 
bute. This information was given on 
the air, and a member of the WBOW 
Polio Patrol, either a policeman, a 
fireman, Marine or Navy reservist 
would call on the listener and pick 
up the contribution.

The only thing that excites radio 
listeners more than a hit record is 
a personable disc jockey they can 
identify with. Using this formula, 
WVON in Chicago has an all-time 
winner in deejay, E. Rodney Jones — 
Фе (E is for "Ever Lovin"). He 
rates as one of Chicago's top record 
spinners. 

It all started in 1951 when a trum- 
pet player found that he had a bigger 
future in his voice than “gigging” 
with bands and combos and shuttling 
between the 
Arkansas-Texas 
area and the West 
Coast. Besides 
playing trumpet 
and drums, Jones 
was often called 
upon to emcee 
many of the 
shows on which 
he was appearing 
and soon found 
that he had the ability to hold an 
audience and make them listen. 

Turning to radio, his first show, 
on which he also sold time, was in 
his home town of Texarkana, Ar- 
kansas. 

“The show was only fifteen min- 
utes long," says Jones, who is able to 
see the humorous side of his first lean 
years in radio. “I not only had to talk 
fast and play records as quickly as I 
could, but I also had to compete with 
the baseball games being broadcast 
by the station. ЇЇ the game being 
broadcast went past 3:00 p.m., I was 
a dead duck for that day because my 
show was from 3:15 p.m. No show 
for the day meant no fee from the 
sponsor for that day. Every day I'd 
spend the first two hours praying for 
rain." 

Because of his increasing popular- 
ity, Rodney's show was programmed 
later in the day and stretched to an 
hour. The station made Jones a regu- 
lar on its staff and it wasn't long be- 
for he was the top radio personality 
in Texarkana. Late in 1952 the sta- 
tion's owners sent Jones to their 
Kansas City operation in an effort to 
give their ratings a shot in the arm. 
It worked — it took less than a year

for the ex-trumpeter to reach the 
Number 1 spot in town. 

Having now attained recognition 
in the industry, E. Rodney Jones was 
on his way and soon deluged with 
offers from other stations across the 
country. “Some of the offers I could 
ignore," says Jones modestly. “Вш 
there were others I had to consider 
because my family was growing. I 
was then the father of three bouncing 
baby boys — I now have five and the 
sweetest wife a guy could ask for." 
It was in 1954 when Rodney heeded 
the call from KXLW in St. Louis. “It 
was everything I wanted, three hours 
to play the music I dig so much, a 
substantial increase in salary and a 
free hand in establishing myself as 
an emcee and in show promoting in 
and around St. Louis." For eight 
years he was KXLW's most popular 
jockey and one of the top promoters 
of rhythm and blues and rock and 
roll shows in the St. Louis area. He 
became program director of WBBR, 
East St. Louis, Illinois in 1961. 

Still climbing up the ladder he 
joined the staff of WYNR in Chicago. 
Soon after he was given the oppor- 
tunity by WVON to play the music 
he loves: the blues. Because of his 
long experience and personal inclina- 
tion for the blues, Jones can be con- 
sidered something of a blues expert. 
According to Rodney, Chicago's con- 
cern for the blues has steadily less- 
ened since the forties. The reason, 
or onc of the rcasons, he says, is that 
most of the Chicago stations rush to 
spin the records from the Top Forty 
lists. *The probable reason for the 
decline of the blues in Chicago," 
states Jones, “15 that the stations seem 
to feel there is no audience for re- 
corded blues. But WVON and I feel, 
however, that there is an audience 
for the blues and other so-called 
*Negro' musical forms and we are 
dedicating ourselves to the airing of 
this type of recording." 

Commenting further, "Chicago's 
friend of the blues” stated: “It’s pa- 
thetic and funny that the town that 
spawned the likes of Lightning Hop- 
kins, Big Joe Turner, Sonny Terry, 
Blind Lemon Jefferson, Sunnyland

Slim, Memphis Slim and Muddy 
Waters (also many others too numer- 
ous to name) should find it so easy 
to forget or ignore the music that is 
so much a part of its heritage.” 

“Кау Charles is a fine artist, I play 
many of his records on my show, but 
let's not forget that there is a lot of 
good blues being sung and played 
today. Over in the European coun- 
tries they pack the concert halls to 
hear these guys and accept blues as 
the purest American folk music form. 
I think it was Louis Armstrong who 
said, “АП niusic is folk music, so, all 
folks should dig all music’.” 

Besides being one of WVON's 
leading disc jockeys, E. Rodney 
Jones is the station's program di- 
rector. Lucky WVON.

In slightly more than six years of 
preparing this page, I have talked 
to and corresponded with nearly 
seventy-five disc jockeys. I have 
sought opinions from both large and 
small market personalities and sub- 
sequently printed some sound advice 
for aspiring or new-to-the-industry 
deejays. But none of these opinions 
has been as well put or as sound 
as the following from Glenn Bell, 
KIMN, Denver personality and di- 
rector of programs. Though Glenn is 
not much older than some and not as 
old as most of his counterparts, it is 
obvious that the sage advise comes 
from a craftsman 
who works at his 
trade twenty-four 
hours a day. We 
quote Glenn di- 
rectly: 

"Almost all 
DJ's are asked at
